ers of the Mexican pesos are finding 
it to their advantage to convert the 
money into bullion. 25 

Heavy shipments of the pesos have 
been made from the different border 
towns to New York during the past 
few weeks. Ag à result of the activi- 
ties of speculators in the United 
States, Mexico has been  Iiterally 
drained during the past few years 
of its silver pesos. Besides the enor- 
mous quantities of this money that 


it is in general circulation, all ava 


vate interests in Mexico have been 
sent to this side of the border. 
During the early part of the revo- 
lutionary period and, in fact, until 
about two years ago, the wealth of a 
great many people in Mexico was 
converted from currency into silver 
pesos. Enormous sums of this mon- 
ey went into hiding and it gradual- 
ly became scarcer and scarcer until 
it has almost gone out of use as & 
circulating medium in that country. 
Now that the price of bar silver 
has advanced to the point that 
makes the bullion worth more out 
of the pesos than in it, the Mexican 
government is confronted with the 
possibility that its silver coinage will 
be done away with.

G. O. Newman, the chief engineer 
of the company, was formerly with 
the Pacific Light & Power Corpor- 
ation, He did much of the prelim- 
inary work for the electric power 
company which first contemplated 
development on “this site, but had 
its rights revoked by the govern- 


rushing the cutting and piling of 
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the Uma beans of Southern Califor- 
nia. Thousands of acres produced 
small beans—tepary, Lady Washing- 
ton, small white, pink, bilack-eye, 
blue pod and cranberry varieties. 
The closest observers of bean-crop 
conditions have been unable to esti- 
mate the amount of this small bean 
crop or its value. Small beans have 
increased so in price that they have 
driven the limas from hill land, 
where the small varieties do better 
than do the limas. The barley and 
hay crops have also felt the en- 
croachment of the small beans, for 
high ground, for years previously 
sown to barley and barley hay, has 
been planted to small beans. 

AN EARLY SEASON. 


Bean harvest this year is running 
abont two weeks ahead of last year, 
when the rains the last days of Sep- 
tember and first week in October did 
immense damage and started the 
bean market soaring. It has not 
since returned to the former level. 
The chance of loss from rain this 
year is less, due to earlier cutting. 

Although the lima bean crop for 
1917 will bring the growers twice 
the usual return, the crop itself will 
be 10 to 15 per cent. short of last 
year’s crop. The in return 
will be due to the high price, the 
market ha passed 11 cents a 
pound to the grower this year. In 
years past the grower who netted 
over 6 cents a pound for his limas 
considered himself very lucky. . 

Ventura county is the center of 
the lima bean industry and 70 per 
cent. of the limas of the country are 
grown in this county. Bean farm- 
ing has been extended into Santa 
Barbara and San Luis Obispo coun- 
ties on the north and Orange and 
San Diego counties on the south. 
Lima beans demand a cool climate 
and thrive exceedingly well in Ven- 
tura county’s foggy nights and days 
of mild sunshine. 

NO PRICE-FIXING. 

A crop 80 closely localized as lima 

beans invites a corner in the mar- 


ket and this was attempted many 
times in previous years. To combat 
this tendency of brokers and secure 
better marketing facilities for the 
growers, the California Lima Bean 
Growers’ Association, a mutual or- 
ganization of growers, with head- 
quarters at Oxnard, was formed in 
1916. Last year it named a price 
tor its product after the fashion of 
organizations of growers of other 
products. But as the food adminis- 
trator had stopped dealing in futures 
in beans, the California Lima 
Growers’ Association does not ex- 
pect to set a price for this year, but 
will sell on the market at prevailing 
quotations. But with the price so 
high, the growers are not worrying. 
Lima beans are already coming 
to the warehouses in Ventura coun- 
ty and some limas have been shipped 
from the county. Four carloads of 
limas were shipped from the Irvine 
ranch in Orange county the (th inst., 
and were the earliest shipment this 
year.

At 
last the producer had to mark up his eggs 
and butter, but the advances in those two 


feed values. 
Many chicken raisers in Southern Califor- 
‘mia in the past few months have sold of 
their stock to the meat markets. Thou- 
sands of head have been disposed of in this 
manner, which has naturally cut down the 
production of eggs tremendously. Produc- 
tion of eggs in Southern California for the 
past four months has fallen below local 
demand and it looks now as if a great many 
‘ eastern eggs will have to be brought into 
thie market before the year is over. 
But what has occurred in Southern Call- 
fornia has also happened in other parts of 
the country. Feed prices there have been 
just as high and as many timid producers 
have been forced out of business in conse- 
quence. Therefore it looks as if egg prices 
in the near future will establish a new rec- 
ord and it would seem that poultry raising 
would be an exceptionally profitable indus- 
try for a long time to come. 

Dairymen have faced the same problems. 
as the poultry producers. The cost of feed- 
ing cows has risen by leaps and bounds and 
many dairymen have, in consequence, sold 
their cows. This has resulted in a sharp 
advance in the price of butter fat; and the 
ereameries, in the face of a heavy demand 
for butter, have been forced to boost their 
butter quotations time and time again in a 
frantic effort to keep up with their rising 
costs. They are no more to be blamed than 
the poultry raisers for the present high 

prices. 

Predictions are made freely in the East 
that egzs will sell for a dollar a dozen and 
butter a dollar a pound to the consumer 
this winter. And this estimate does not 
seem out of the way. There is a certain 
Class in this country, comprising our so- 
calied wealthy people, and they are fairly 
mumerous, who would pay $3 a dozen for 
eges rather than go without them. Thus 
the greatly decreased production of butter 
and eges, which in turn will cause exces- 
sively high prices for these essential sta- 
ples, will not result in a boycott, because 
the trade will snap up all the offerings, no 
matter what the price is. The next six 

months may be hard on the ordinary con- 
sumer of butter and eggs, but there is no 
way to stop it. Once again the effects of 
the immutädle law of supply and demand 
will prove that it is the final arbiter in eco- 
momics. History has not yet furnished a 
ease where it has not proven to be the vic- 
ter—price-fixing and Socialism to the con- 
notwithstand“ 
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The action of the Los Angeles Cham- 
ber of Commerce in asking the government 
to perfect the plans for the control and con- 
servation of Colorado River waters and to 
call a convention of all who are interested 
should have the indorsement and the back- 
ing of every man who has at heart the wel- 
fare of Los Angeles, of the Southwest, of 
the nation. ee 

The equating of the flow of the Colorado 
River is an enterprise that, if carried out, 
will ultimately bring more good to a greater 
area and a greater number of people than 
any public work of any kind ever under- 
taken in North America. The possibility of 
power development along the Colorado 
Rivér after its flow has been equated wil! be 
beyond the power of the human mind to 
comprehend. From surveys already made 
it is known that one drop of 100 feet would 
alone produce 250,000 horse power. It is 
estimated that a power development is pos- 
sible several times greater than all the 
power now developed and used in the 
United States west of the Rocky Mountains. 

Millions of acres of unoccupied and un- 
cultivated lands, as rich as any in the 
world, will be brought from a desert condi- 
tion to a state of enormous productivity. 
Controlled and conserved, there is water 
enough in the Colorado > ya to irrigate 
all the irrigable lands south of the Grand 
Canyon. 

The trouble heretofore has been that the 
people interested in Colorado, Wyoming, 
Utah, Idaho, Arizona and California have 
all wanted, or thought they wanted, some 
particular legislation in connection with the 
control of the waters of the Colorado to suit 
their own interests. Naturally, any legisla- 
tion of this kind is impossible. What must 
be. dione, if the great object sought is to be 
achieved, is for all the States or sections 
interested to get together, base their action 
on the facts secured as a result of surveys 
and reconnoissances made during recent 
years through the Interior Department of 
the United States, and, through their repre- 
sentatives in Congress, ask for an appropri- 
ation which, through the building of storage 
reservoirs of sufficient capacity, will control 
the annual run-off of the great Colorado 
River for its entire length, so that its flow 
shall be equalized in order that it may be 
turned loose at the will of man to meet the 
seasonal requirements of hundreds of thou-

cheap power for the whole Rocky Mountain 
country southward to the Gulf of California. 
The whole cost of the storage reservoirs 
necessary to equate the flow of the Colo- 
rado will, according to estimates made, be 
no more than the value of the agricultural 
produce of the Imperial Valley alone for the 
year 1917. During every annual flood sea- 
son of the Colorado not only the season's 
crops of the Imperial Valley are menaced, 
but a permanent inundation is threatened 
which would put the greater portion of 
lands at present cultivated in the Imperial 
Valley under the waters of the Colorado. 
The United States has spent more than 
$1,000,000 in endeavoring to build levees 
below the Mexican line to in some measure 
control the annual floods of the .Colorado 
as it affects the Imperial Vailey. A few 
years ago the Southern Pacific, at the re- 


(Mr. Roosevelt,) spent a number of millions 
of dollars in restoring the Colorado to its old 
bed after it had broken out and run away 
to the Salton Sea. All expenditures in the 
way of levee building that have been or 
may be made can at the best only defer the 
evil day when, through the annual changing 
‘of the ground levels of the country, through | 
deposits of silt by the waters of the Colorado 
River, some unusual summer flood will 
again turn the river into the north end of 
the Imperial Valley and into the Salton 
Sea, which is 200 feet or more below the 
level of the ocean. | 

These large expenditures and the annua! 
repairs to the levees made by the people of 
the Imperial Valley, at the expense of sev- 
eral hundreds of thousands of dollars, may 
be likened to the man who goes into the 


down the tree by carving off the branches 
with a penknife. The new annual growth 
will more than offset his best efforts. The 
tree will never be cut down until the carver 
goes to the trunk with an ax, and the Colo- 
rado River will never be controlled by 
building any number of levees in the delta 
of the same. , 

The flood water must be held back and 
stored in the upper mountain reaches of 
the river and the flow of the stream thus 
equated. There wil! then be no flood men- 
ace to hold down the natural values and 
prevent full development of the rich delta 
tands of the river between the mouth of the 
Grand Canyon and the Gulf of California, 
and there will be an adequate supply of wa- 
ter for every arable, irrigable acre along the 
whole course of the river,.from the Rocky 
Monntains in the north to the mouth of the 
river in Mexico. 

The result of all the reclamation projects 
so far entered into or accomplished by the 
United States government are as child's play 
in comparison to this one enormous, conti 
nent-wide development of power and irriga- 
tion. All the varied projects proposed for the 
development of Los Angeles aggregated are 
small indeed in importance to Los Angeles 
as a metropolis as compared to this great 
work The annual direct and indirect ben- 
efits that must come to this city when the 
plans at present in embryonic form are 
finally realized are beyond comprehension 
at this time.

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CHURCHES AND THE STRIKERS 
At the present grave crisis in national 
and world gffairs there can be no tempo- 
rizging with any influences that tend to 
thwart the efforts of this determined na- 
tion. If at the close of the contest America 
is to present a clean slate to God and the 
people it must muster to the colors the in- 
dustrial loyalty of all its workers—nor must 
any easy tolerance be shown to those who 
would in any way attempt to destroy the 
loyalty of labor. To the self-seeking union 
agitators, the fomentors of strikes, anar- 
chica] outbreaks, industrial riots and civic 
violence—at a season when to overcome thé 
obstacles ahead of the nation every unit 
must be made to count—there should be no 
leeway granted and no quarter given. 


The brutality witnessed in the streets of 
San Francisco, the bursts of ruffianism in 
Kansas City, the incendiary programme 
threatened in the State of Washington, the 
coercing of free workers in the mining dis- 
tricts of Arizona, do not make pleasant 
reading for the loyal American. 

Sympathy for the under dog, an earnest 
desire to raise the standards and to equal- 
ize the burdens of the workers, have in the 


cause of the labor unions. For were not 
these unions in the first place avowedly 
formed for these very objects? Indeed, had 
the leaders of combined labor employed 
the same means as the churches have used, 
had they co-operated to spread light and 
education and a better social and religious 
understanding among their members, and 
had they, through the higher standards thus 
attained given them the right to demand 
the higher wages to support these stand- 
ards, then the churches would still have in- 
dorsed the national value uf the labor-union 
organization. 

But the misleaders in what might have 
been made an agency for the general social 
betterment seized the opportunity afforded 
by the numerical combinations they con- 
trolled to construct a machine to tyrannize 
labor, antagonize capital and defy the 
laws of the country. As the movement de- 
veloped its object became clear—to farm 
a government within a government. Each 
labor-union boss was to be a petty Kalser 
in his own working center—if he came into 
conflict with the laws of the land a declara- 
tion of war was the inevitable consequence. 
In Ais circumscribed area, too, his modus 
operands resembled that of the big Kaiser 
overseas, Only his weapons were more ele- 
mentary—limited chiefly to hip-pocket re- 
volvers, bludgeons, paving stones, blas- 
phemy and broken beer bottles. 


Such, at least, has been the aspect of 
the strikes and the attitude of the strikers 
that have fly-specked our otherwise clean 
record since our country was dragged into 
the maelstrom of the war. Nothing has 
given The Times more satisfaction, after 
the ceaseless struggle it has so long waged 
against the anarchical methods of these 
same little labor Kaisers, than to know the 
churches of Los Angeles are standing be- 
hind it in its unqualified condemnation of 
the traitors who would detach union labor 
from the allegiance it owes to the flag that 
protects it. If there is one minister in Cal- 
ifornia willing to indorse the strike scenes 
in San Francisco, the rough-housing in 
Kansas, the LW.W. attempted reigns of 
terror in any part of the United States, this 
office has yet to hear from him.

{Brooklyn Eagle:] Race preju- 
dice, race hatred, show their rip-

Dvery participant in this rioting de- 
serves death. That was equally 
true of every participant in every 
bit of mob-murder done against ne- 
groes in Georgia, in Texas and else- 
where. If the penalty had heen in- 
flicted, race bitterness would have 
been a thing of the past long ago. 

The last real trouble with negro 
troops was in the Brownsville inct- 
dent, also in Texas. President The- 
odore Roosevelt disbanded the 
troops.

In this Hous- 
ton case we fear the incapacity of 
United States officers is demon- 
strated. Under proper control the 
negroes would not have had a 
chance to do what they did.

They must 
have rifles. They will do good work 
against Germans. But a torch is 
close to a powder magazine when 
they are camped in the neighbor- 
hood of any southern city.

Trading is not merely the ship- 
ment of goods. It covers all sorts 
of commercial and financial transac- 
tions, such as satisfying or giving 
security for debts, drawing, accept- 
ing or indorsing negotiable instru- 
ments, entering into contracts, buy- 
ing, selling or transferring any form 


of property, or having any form of 
business or commercial intercourse 


Enemy traders are persons or cor- 
porations within the territory of the 
nation with which the United States 
is at war, including that which is 
under military occupation, such as 
Belgium and Northern France; or 
residents outside of the United 
States and doing business with such 
territory, as well as residents with- 
in the territory of the enemy’s al- 


lies. 

These general definitions give 
some idea of what Congress is aim- 
ing at and what the national ad- 
ministration wants in the way ot 
legislation to prevent trading with 
the enemy. 

It is the policy of all belligerent 
governments to prevent supplies 
reaching their enemy, and the law 
of nations may be said to prohibit 
such trading; but the law of na- 
tions is a very elastic term in war 
times, as has been demonstrated 
since the beginning of the world 
war. Belligerent nations find it 
necessary to give tangible form to 
their policy of preventing trading 
with the enemy. They interpose 
physical obstacles, which may be et. 
fective as to the actual transfer of 
supplies, but trading goes’ far be 
yond this. 

Moreover, belligerent governments 
to Wrovide penalties to Insure 
the observance of their prohibition 
of trading with the enemy. That is 
one purpose of the legislation now 
pending in Congress. There are 
also provisions relating to patents 
and other international matters 
which are more or less controv 
These many intricate questions can- 
not be settled offhand. 

In the case of the United States 
there is also the necessity of har- 
monizing the war and peace func 
tions of the different departments 
of the government. The State De- 
partment, the Treasury, the Depart- 
ment of Commerce and the Depart- 
ment of Justice are all interested in 
this legislation, and their represent- 
atives have appeared before the 
committees of Congress to explain 
just what they want and why they 
want it. No other war measure be- 
fore Congress has been so complex. 
Yet in the end there will be legis- 
lation which will make trading with 
the enemy so difficult as to become 
negligible in practice. 

A point has been raised whether 
the United States is consistent with 
its recent declarations as a neutral 
in the legislation that is now under 
consideration. Specifically the ques- 
tion is whether its present position 
squares with the diplomatic protest 
it made against the British bilack- 
Ust. England in that enactment 
abandoned her traditional doctrine 
that domicile was the test for de- 
termining the enemy character and 
accepted the continental principle 
of nationality. It was explained by 
the London Foreign Office that the 
act was framed with the object of 
bringing British trading with the en- 
emy regulations into greater har- 
mony with those. adopted by the 
French government by applying in 
some degree the test of nationality; 
that is, by seeking to enforce the 
contention that nationals cannot 
trade with an enemy, no matter 
what their domicile. ' 

Previously England had held with 
the United States that the control of 
its citizens by a nation is wherever 
they may be domiciled. In the dip- 
lomatic correspondence the United 
States maintained the position that 
business firms assume the nation- 
ality of the country in which they 
are domiciled. It still maintains 
that position. It is able to act now 
in harmony with England and 
France in preventing trading with 
the enemy, but in doing so it does 
not seek to superimpose the test of 
nationality on the old test of domi- 
cile. 

Aliens will be subjected to no 
new requirements, but they will 
know what the requirements are, so 
that trading with the enemy may 
not be carried on without a definite 
‘knowledge of what the United 
States means by the term. That 
will be one benefit when the pen 
ing bill becomes a law. |

AUSTIN (Tex) Sept. 14.—J. H. 
Foster, State forester, is at the head 
of the movement in Texas to recruit 
a second regiment of “lumberjacks" 
to be known officially as the Twen- 
tieth Engineers. The regiment is to 
be made up chiefly of men, who have 
a good knowledge of various fea- 
‘tures of the lumber industry and 
will include sawmill hands, team- 
sters, motor truck operators, wood- 
cooks, horseshoers, mechan- 
d various other kinds of skilled 
— men. The first regiment of this 
character, known as the Tenth En- 
gineers, was organized last spring 
under the direction of the forestry 
service. Speaking of this first regi- 
ment, Mr. Foster said: 
“This regiment was raised at the 
request of the British government to 
undertake the production jn France 


of cross ties, bridge, trench and con- 


struction timbers, mine props, lum- 
ber and other forms of wood re- 
quired in connection with its mili- 
tary operations, The landing of the 
American expeditionary forces has 
made necessary similar provision for 
their needs, while the French mili- 
tary authorities have indicated that 
some of the work incidental to their 
operations might be taken over by 
the woodsmen of this country. De 
cision to raise the new and much 
larger force has followed a study of 
the field of possible influence to the 
Allied cause, made by American for- 
esters attached to Gen. Pershing’s 
staff.“
